This  number  of  The  Trail  will  reach  you  just  around  Easter 
time,  although  the  copy  is  being  written  on  a beautiful  sun- 
shiny Saturday  morning  in  February.  It  hardly  seems  possible 
that  another  year  has  swung  around  and  that  we  are  just  a 
little  bit  more  than  two  months  off  from  camp  days  - Stony 
Lake,  Miniwanca  sand  dunes.  Lake  ivlichigan  and  all  the  rest. 
But  the  months  will  come  and  go  quickly,  and  I know  none  of 
us  will  be  soriy  when  the  good  old  summer-time  comes  again.

WE  ARE  CONSIDERING  A SPECIAL  GROUPING 


in  the  YB  Cstmp  this  coming  summer,  as  the  Pre-Senior  fellows  push  up 
against  the  top  age  limit  of  the  Pre-Senior  Camp,  many  of  them  look- 
ing forward  to  going  to  college  next  year,  the  question  is  being 
asked,  "What  plans  do  you  have  for  these  older  fellows  in  the  Pre- 
Senior  Camp?"  This  year  we  are  considering  a special  division  in  the 
Pre-Senior  Camp  for  those  who  are  up  against  the  top  age  limit.  They 
will  have  a relationship  to  the  Pre-Senior  Camp,  but  also  an  active  connection 
with  the  leadership  and  the  staff  of  the  entire  camp.  Throughout  the  entire  per- 
iod of  the  camp  they  will  be  given  special  leadership  assignments,  and  thus  get  in 
line  for  full-time  leadership  in  the  Younger  Boys  Camp  within  the  next  year  or  two. 
This  special  division  will  be  limited  to  the  seventeen  and  eighteen-year-old  Pre- 
Senior  fellows.  It  will  interest  you  to  know  that  a number  of  fellows,  including 
Carter  Allen  and  Kenny  Wells,  have  already  requested  definitely  to  be  in  on  this 
new  plan,  and  mil  come  on  a "camper-leader"  basis  this  summer. 


MANY  THINGS  ARE  BEING  DONE 


at  Camp  Miniwanca  in  preparation  for  the  coraing  camping  season.  A lot 
of  attractions  will  be  added  to  this  year's  camp.  For  instance,  there 
will  be  a couple  of  punching  bags  rigged  up  at  convenient  places  so  that 
campers  who  are  so  inclined  may  try  to  do  a little  expert  bag-punching. 


A bunch  of  small  game  tables  are  being  built,  and  these  mil  be  scattered  A- 
around  over  the  rustic  porch  of  the  club-house  so  that  fellows  can  sit 
down  to  a quiet  game  of  checkers,  chess,  "battleship",  Chinese  checkers  C p\ 

or  another  of  the  many  quiet  but  interesting  games  ?diich  fellovra  like  to  A 
Q^joy  in  moments  of  relaxation. 
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DOWN  ON  THE  WATERFRONT 

we  will  see  quite  a few  changes.  First  of  all,  we  are 
planning  to  huild  another  dock.  I can  hear  some  of  you 
say,  "'I'Vhat  - another  dock?  YiTe  already  have  two!"  imd 
that’s  right,  we  do  have  two  docks,  hut  we  are  going  to 
build  a third  which  will  be  reserved  strictly  for  sail- 
boat use.  In  all  probability  the  new  dock  will  be 
placed  north  of  the  present  ones,  just  beyond  the  div- 
ing tower.  It  is  quite  likely  also  that  the  sailboats 
will  be  anchored  there  this  summer.  This  arrangement 
will  :,.ake  it  possible  for  the  swimming  and  general  a- 
quatic  program  to  go  on  without  being  disturbed  by  the 
maneuvers  of  the  fleet.  (Ahemi)  And  at  the  same  time 
the  reverse  will  be  true.  The  fleet  can  maneuver  with- 
out being  handicapped  by  the  activities  of  the  swim- 
mers and  life-savers. 


AND  THAT  NElf  DIVING  TOYJER 

is  sure  going  to  be  built  if  we  can  scheme  out  a way  to  hold  the  concrete  base  on 
that  sloping  sand  bottom.  That  is  going  to  be  quite  a trick.  l¥e  have  been  figur- 
ing on  it,  and  think  now.  we  know  how  to  do  it.  And,  of  course,  being  somewhat  of 
a daring  disposition,  I just  cannot  refrain  from  trying  it  out.  It  will  mean  a 
jutting  in  of  a lot  of  heavy  piles,  all  bunched  together,  perhaps  twelve  or  eight- 
een inches  apart.  Then  we  will  build  a form  around  those  piles  and  get  the  big 
concrete  mixer  down  there  and  just  fill  that  form  full  of  cement.  The  piles,  of 
course,  vj-ill  serve  as  the  anchor  to  keep  the  big  slab  of  cement  from  slipping 
down  into  the  bottom  of  the  lake.  It  looks  like  a pretty  good  bit  of  engineering 
and  I believe  it  will  work,  so  keep  your  eyes  and  ears  open  for  more  information. 

Now  let’s  look  at  that  new  diving  tower  for  a moment.  We  plan  to  have  a good 
solid  concrete  base  on  which  we  will  build  a steel  or  pipe  superstructure.  The 
spring-boards  will  be  secured  from  one  of  the  large  aquatic  equipment  manufactur- 
ing companies,  and  will  be  strictly  standard  and  erected  according  to  the  proper 
specifications  for  competitive  diving. 

ON  THE  TOP  LEVEL  OF  THE  DIVING  TOIYSR 

will  be  a little  compartment  with  a single  seat  for  the  Aquatic  Director  or  v\rho- 
ever  is  assigned  to  supervise  the  waterfront  for  a particular  period.  We  cer- 
tainly are  hoping  that  nothing  is  going  to  interfere  with  the  working  out  of  these 
plans,  for  it  is  quite  certain  tliat  this  nevf  equipment  will  add  greatly  to  the  ef- 
ficiency of  our  already-very-f ine  waterfront. 

IVHILE  YJE  ARE  TALKING  ABOUT  THE  WATFJIFRONT 

Jim  Boll,  who  will  be  Aquatic  Director  of  the  Younger  Boys  and  Pre-Sonior  Camps, 
writes  that  ho  is  rarin’  to  go  and  will  be  all  set  for  a big  and  successful  sea- 
son in  this  important  department  of  camp  life.  And  by  the  way,  Jim,  an  order  has 
been  placed  for  one  of  those  new  torpedo  Red  Cross  Buoys  which  v/as  demonstrated 
last  year  at  the  camp  by  the  visiting  representative  of  the  American  Red  Cross. 
That  will  be  a fine  addition  to  our  safety  plans  on  the  waterfront.

NO,  DON’T  GET  WORRIED 


we’re  not  going  to  put  electric  lights  in  the  tents  I But  we  are  going  to  do  some- 
thing far  better  than  that.  Last  summer  in  the  Younger  Girls  Camp  we  experimented 
with  some  high-power  electric  lights  which  were  placed  at  strategic  points  in  the 
tribal  villages,  and  the  experiment  worked  out  just  fine. 


When  the  Older  Girls  and  Fellows  came  to  camp  later  on,  they  all  declared  that 
there  had  never  been  so  much  fellowship  among  the  campers  at  night,  just  before 
the  lights-out  bell,  as  there  was  last  summer.  The  reason  for  this  was  that  just 
as  soon  as  the  nights-doings  bell  had  rung,  the  entire  tent  area  was  flooded  vxith 
light  so  that  everything  looked  almost  like  it  does  in  daylight.  The  lights  all 
streamed  into  the  tents  and  brightened  things  up  so  that  a fellow  could  get  out 
and  move  around,  perhaps  to  bring  in  his  bathing  suit,  tighten  up  a tent  rope,  go 
to  the  biffy,  get  a drink  of  water  or  T'diat  have  you,  without  barking  all  the  skin 
off  his  shins,  or  tumbling  over  a fallen  log'.
